BRITAIN’S DESIRE IS SMALLER 
ARMIES, DECURES BALDWIN 


Small Mystery to Be 
Dear in Two Weeks 


Madison. Wla.. Oct. 27—A treatment 
for insanity, Imperfect yet temporarily 
affective, has been demonstrated by two 
physician* of the University of Wis¬ 
consin. Two person* considered hope¬ 
lessly insane were wakened from their 
stupors for several minutes yesterday 
by Dr. W P. Lorens and Dr. A. 8. 
Loewcnhart. After Inhaling go* aa 
prescribed, tbe patients were able to 
talk rationally, answer questions In¬ 
telligently snd move and act normally. 

One hundred physician* of the Cen¬ 
tral Wfuropeychlatrlc Association wit¬ 
nessed the experiment, which revealed 
results of twelve years of research by 
university physicians. 

A second method of treatment using 
• drug developed by Dr Loewenhart. 
also has been tested by the physicians 
and found equally effec t 


A young woman who had been a I 
catatonic state for seventeen months 
roused from her stupor for nearly 
fifteen minutes after she had inhaled 
gas. She set up on a cot. told of 
vubsconacious experiences and recog¬ 
nized Dr Lorenz, who had previously 
treated her as a victim of dementia 
praecox. The girl’s answers to ques¬ 
tions Indicated she had been aware of 
happenings about her since she had 
been In h stuporous state. 

Neither treatment, by gas or drug 
could be considered a complete cure 
for insanity, the physician* emphasized 
Their findings, they said, were still 
incomplete. They expressed hope, how¬ 
ever. that developments might mske 
It possible to rouse insane persons for 
longer period* and eventually, perhaps, 
to a condition of permanently restored 
ranlt* •*

W E have turned the pages 
of Nature’s album of pressed 
plants as fai as the end of 
the Coal Age. How .many 
pages la that? Unfortun¬ 
ately the pages, are not numbered sys¬ 
tematically. nor is there as yet perfect 
agreement how they should be Count¬ 
ed, for you cannot turn them over 
separately and singly as In an ordinary 
boAk. One way of counting was long 
accepted as at least hopeful. It con- 
si 3 tt*dm first finding out ho*r long it 
has taken to accumulate the materials 
In certain well-known deposits, and 
then from these calculating the length 
of time required at the same rate to 
accumulate all the sedimentary rocks 
of the earth's crust. Thus the deltg of 
the Nile furnishes figures which ap¬ 
plied do the 350.000 feet of the earth s 
knovCft sediments gives an Interval of 
12 . 000.000 years since the first known 
sands and muds were deposited:* But 
the thickness, of known sediments 
probably represents but a small part 
of all that ho ye been laid down. De¬ 
duct the periods during which we have 
no recorded sedimentation, allow for 
other periods, certainly as numerous 
In byggne ages as now. when rainfall,

Impossible In the nature of things. 
Most of the plants preserved are. It will 
be seen, of a woody character, and have 
proportionately strong leaves. The most 
important part pf a leaf, from -the 
standpoint of the palaeontologist. Is Its 
vetnihg. and as the veins are the bun¬ 
dles of food and water-conducting tis¬ 
sues only at their extremities. It Is not 
to be wondered at that in shrubs and 
trees these are specially strong In the 
herbs the tissues are generally softer 
and therefore more perishable. Then, 
again, those plants which live near 
water, lakes, rivers, the seashore, are 
the ones which are most likely to have 
their remains preserved in a fossil con¬ 
dition. because of the gheater chance of 
being burled' before complete destruc- 
of tbe tissues has taken place. Not 
many plant parts have the same chance 
of surviving as VfolssfTas IBe'coco-nut. 
yet I believe crhly In one instance has 
one been found In the Cretaceous, the 
sajne hard three-holed nut we are all 
familiar with. Some of the grasses ap¬ 
pear flrat In the Cretaceous and of 
these the coarse sedges, inhabitants If 
wet and^nolst places, have been well 
preserved If not plentifully. 


other primitive color. They resembled 
the firs and pines of our forests in 
their seeds, which appear to have de¬ 
veloped from naked ovules, but the 
embryo had two cotyledons Instead of 
several. 


Not reckoning the pages of the pref¬ 
ace. introduction, etc., generally num¬ 
bered in our common books with 
Roman numerals, we take our page 1 
as being f*r down tn Archaean times 
From there we proceed to the Cam¬ 
brian. which begins at page 850. and 
then, passing over the Ordovician.

But it is when we turn page 1.290 
and enter the Cretaceous that we first 
meet with flowering plants proper. 
One of the earliest met with is the 
poplar, which occurs In deposits in 
Greenland, and from then on, the 
leaves of this tree are a familiar occu¬ 
pant of every assemblage of plant re¬ 
mains. A species. Populus rhomboidea. 
It found In the Nanaimo coal measures 
and at Orcas Island, and Newberry 
lists from tbe Cretaceous of the west 
eight species of poplar and oak. and 
six of willow. Sequota emirate. one 
of the redwoods. Is found In the Nan¬ 
aimo bed*, and so Is Sabal Imperial!*, 
one of \be fan palms. How large this 
palm tree was is not known, but at 
Bellingham have been found the re¬ 
mains of 8 abal Campbell!, the leaves 
of which are eight feet In diameter and 
have from fifty to seventy folds. As 
fan palms are not found at the present 
time north of the southern tip of 
the peninsula of Lower California, the 
climate of Vancouver Island in the 
Upper Cretaceous must have been de¬ 
cidedly warm The Nanaimo fan palm 
la remarkable for the very fine reining 
of the leaf folds. An extremely com¬ 
mon fern lh the Nanaimo shales Is an 
Aspldlum, a relation therefore of our 
present-day “sword-fern.” Newberry 
says of It: ‘This elegant species seems 
to have grown In the greatest profu¬ 
sion during the period of the deposi¬ 
tion of the coal of Vancouver Island, 
the shales over the Newcastle coal be¬ 
ing so closely packed with Its fronds 
as to show them, crossing each other 
In every direction under every lamina 
that is raised.

If the cotor Is gone, we cannot expect 
to realize the perfume of those Meso¬ 
zoic meadows.

Many 
of the flowers as 6 t the catklned trees 
and shrubs, were wind-pollinated, the 
willow being an exception, but there 
were others that must have been In¬ 
sect visited, and reaped the benefit of 
crossing. But If there was little scent 
of flower, there may have been abun¬ 
dance from leaves and exudations of 
gum. Somehow, I am sure that the 
forests and swamps and meadows of 
the Cretaceous, wore, more pleasing to¬ 
night and smell and hearing than those 
of the Coal Age. Onlp It must be ac¬ 
knowledged that the sight of the rep¬ 
tilian life which everywhere domin¬ 
ated the animal kingdom would have 
been very unpleasant to us. Pro m tbe 
forms no larger that a frog to those 
great hundred-foot dinosaurs, tower¬ 
ing five times a man’s height above 
the ground, from the herbivorous to 
the carnivorous, from the swamp- 
dwellers to the air-travelers, all pro¬ 
claimed the Cretaceous to be part of 
the age of reptiles, and. as most of us 
heartily dislike either toad or snake, 
we are probably happier learning the 
botany of the Mesozoic in the 145 pages 
of Natures album than In the fairest 
scenes of the Cretaceous landscape. 


Another witness to the climatic con¬ 
ditions In Cretaceous times 1s found 
In the presence of leaves of a species 
of Cinnamon In the beds at Nanaimo. 
Bellingham, and Orcas Island. At the 
present day the cinnamon Is confined 
to tropical Asia and the Islands of the 
Polynesian group. Leaves Qf the Liqui- 
dambar have been found in the Puget 
8 ound Cretaceous, and at present this 
tree does not extend further north 
than Connecticut and Ohio on this 
continent". Its old world species are 
"confined to Asia Minor. One species 
exudes a gum which la or used to be 
requisitioned for the manufacture of 
chewing-gum Ltrlodendron. the tulip- 
tree. Sassafras. Platan us. and Magnolia, 
all came Into existence on thts contin¬ 
ent in Cretaceous times, and In spite 
of very adverse circumstances, have 
succeeded in living here ever since, 
although their habitat has become 
greatly restricted.

But there Is a compulsive power 
about genius which disregards a man’s 1 
first blundering choices of career and 
drives him to uaa hls real gifts as sure¬ 
ly as sprouting wings snd fins impel 
flying or swimming.

He evidenced loyalty on the one band 
lo the growing secret revolt of tbe 
workers; and on the other to a King 
who would pay well to any one who 
would betray It from the Inside. 

So Stleber became a mere factory 
hand In tbe great Schoffel Iron works. 
It was not long before bis voice was 
heard in the secret councils of the or¬ 
ganized workers of the Schoffel plant. 

Like every born spy Stleber had a 
glib tongue and was a good mixer. Be¬ 
hind hls ability to talk well went hia 
lawyer training to build up a good case 
lor any side he espoused, and an actor’s 
talent to put passion Into any lines he 
chose to declaim-

workers at the same time that he
